Q^7“Tt has been supposed by many that 
copper coins are a legal tender to a certain 
amount, but the idea is erroneous. The fol- 
lowing letter from the Hon. James Ross 
Snowden, Director of the Mint, has been elicit- 
ed by recent inquiries upon the subject: 

.Mint of the United States, i 
Philadelphia, July 26. J 
Dear Sir. The new cent is not a legal tender 
for any specified amount. Neither was the cop- 
per cent of former issues a legal tender for any 
sum. 

They are “lawful coins,” and authorized to 
“pass current as money,” but they are not ex- 
pressly made a legal tender in payment of debts. 

The Constitution of the United States prohib- 
its the Stutes from making “anything but gold 
and silver a legal tender in payment of debts.” 
This prohibition to the States does not apply 
to Congress, but the principle perhaps does. At 
all events, Congress has never made anything but 
gold and silver a legal tender.

We take the following account of a singu- 
lar dream from the Western Christian Ad-

. . He, however, had no difficulty; for the map of

others. The gentleman whose name was given 
him in his dream he had never seen or heard of. 
He knew the farm as soon as he saw it. The 
house and everything about it appeared precisely 
as they had been presented in his vision.
